You may go over the plains and hills o( 
southern California for miles and see thou­ 
sands of sheep, but not a man to watch them. 
Around each fiock or baud, of say a thousaud 
sheep, are half a dozen dogs of a peculiar | 
breed—dogs whose progenitors were imported 
from the sheep pastures of the old world.— 
These dogs take the entire care of the sheep, 
drive them out to pasture in the morning, 
keep them from straying during the day, and 
bring them home at night. 
They have inher­ 
ited a talent for keeping sheep. But the shep­ 
herds do toot depend wholly ou that; they cul­ 
tivate it in this way—so at least the old shep­ 
herds say: When a lamb is born it is taken 
away from the mother sheep before she has 
seen it, and a puppy put in its place.

And then the newspapers have given Ben. 
the chance to tell Hie truth about them in one 
respect, for they have been rather undignified 
lu their demands upon Congress for aid In the 
abapc of relief from postage, and it was the 
most natural thin<r in the world for Butler to 
attribute their opposition to the back pay to 
spite engendered by the denial to them of free 
postage.

average of public bodies and public men 
throughout the world. 
It did not repeal the 
salary-grab bill but evaded the repeal, just as 
we expected and predicted it would from the 
beginning. 
Tho fact is, the mem liers did not 
from the outset have much taste for the job 
which public opinion set them to do. 
Human 
nature as it exists in legislators or constitu­ 
ents ii radically opposed to voting a bird out 
of the band into the bush, and a small major­ 
ity were found in Washington who did what 
all would like to do. 
For a few hours during 
the session of Wednesday matters really looked 
favorable for a genuine retinal of the offensive 
act; but the courage of the House could not 
be screwed up to the sticking point, and the 
new bill as finally passed late at night is bet­ 
ter Himu the other in just so far as it asks for 
a little less money—in principle and character 
It does not differ a shade from the law of last 
March. Tile bill fixes the salary of Members and 
Senators at $6,000, only $1,500 less than nu­ 
der the grab and $500 more than tho old rate, 
exclusive of perquisite#. 
To say that the 
House did only what It had u right to do is 
to beg the whole question. 
Noliody can 
doubt the Consul utionaJ right of Congress to 
vote itself any amount of pay it pleases; the 
point docs not lie Iii that, but in the propriety 
of their doing it when the country ueeds the 
in joey for other uses, arid in doiug Jt under 
false pretences at that. 
The |ieople will visit 
the little grab with the same caustic and thun­ 
derous Indignation as they did the big one. 
Two men, Messrs. Hale and Dawes, who 
bore themselves well during the discussion, 
declare the m atter eball not end so—that they 
will introduce the subject ugain with a view to 
securing latter treatment of it. 
We wish 
them success, but take no stock lu the under­ 
taking-having more faith in the Po’keepsie 
bridge than in the moral air of Washington. 
By the way, we should be glad to know,merely 
In the capacity of curiosity-seekers, whether 
Ben. Butler will ever be able to do and say 
anything which will hurry him to a merited 
Infamy faster than he is going just now.

One of the certain and natural effects of In­ 
dulgence in any bad habit is the production of 
of a partial paralysis of the depraved tastes 
from which the habit originally springs.

nerves grow dull under the repeated assaults 
of tbedm g. 
So, possibly, bad literature wears 
out its efiect and must be supplanted continual­ 
ly by something more startling and infernal. 
Other ages than our* have not been without 
blgtily-spicod poetical condiments, bat it seems 
to have been left to the nineteenth century of 
th* Christian era to stamp this kind of compo­ 
sition with the imprimatur of so-called flrst- 
class publishing houses. 
When, some years 
ago, Walt. Whitman’s “ Leaves of Grass” was 
issued from the press, the best friends of the 
author bad all they could do lo persuade the 
public thai it was a book fit to be placed 
among the volumes in any decent man's house; 
and they never did convince anybody that 
“Leaves of Grasa” was a proper volume lo 
be made a present 
to a virtuous 
wo­ 
man. 
Swinburne as a poet is not lack­ 
ing in admirable qualities, but upon the whole 
no calming and sophistical defence of bis 
books eau do more than inspire a regret that 
their most salient traits had not been altogeth­ 
er omitted. 
It is at least a partial apology 
for Swinburne to say that he is a pagan aud 
writes in perfect consistency with bin faith.— 
Having no respect for the abstraction called 
social and personal morality, we wish to do 
him the ju s'ice to say that be does not pretend 
to have any. 
He is the practical representa­ 
tive In cold-blooded England of the style of 
thonght of which Theopbile Gautier is the 
French exemplar. 
Anactoria and WU. de 
Maupin are counterparts in the realm of taste 
and morals. 
The school of imitators which 
baa grown up around these modern heathen la 
a th log familiar to ail students of contemper- 
flMOui literature. Many of its members equal 


their masters la ftfbal naatlnsns, bat all 
come short as to the redeeming quantise of 
genuine culture and original fancy. 
Tbs in 
fluence of the trash they find time to iudite is 
correspondingly debasing upon the minds of 
all who are fools enough to read ll. 
But it has bean reserved for Llppincott A 
Co. of Philadephia to Issue a volume which 
contains the quintessence of everything thor­ 
oughly bad in books which other and less 
courageous houses have had the temerity to 
print, without a single particle of originality, 
grace or decency to sate it from instant and 
nntnltlgable condemnation. 
This volume Is 
supposed to consist of “ poems,” nnd is sad­ 
dled with the suggestively antithetical title 
“ Honey and Gall." There is, however, no 
honey in It; It Is gall from beginning to end. 
From the first page to the lost this book Ii one 
unrelieved mass of putridity. 
The Imagina­ 
tion whleb could allow Itself to conceive of the 
conditions described with beastly circumstan­ 
tiality In the verses called “Carrion” should 
sicken its possessor to death. 
These disgust 
Ing lines carry their own antidote—no one 
who can keep his food on his stomach while 
reading them will want to dip any further into 
the festering heap. 
The book contains very 
little to gratify a dissolute taste; and if we 
believed there were fifty men In the state of 
New York who could take any pleasure in its 
perusal we should hold no doubt but that our 
people were rapidly taking hold on hell. 
For 
while thousands revel in lasciviousness, few, 
w'o hope, love the stench of rotting corpses and 
the devilish ichor of decay. 
But we have said 
already more than we intended; and so un 
savory a subject does not tempt our pencil to 
linger.

Nbw York,Dec. 18.—The cross-examination 
of Genet was resumed this morning. 
He did 
not distinctly remember as to the disburse­ 
ments of the moneys for the Harlem Court 
House; he had nothing to do with tho appoint­ 
ment of his father-in-law, Mr. Lynch, as a 
sinecurist ou the Court House pay-rolls. 
He 
did not know that it w»3 an accident that four 
of the six salaried positions were held by rel­ 
atives. 
Ho would recommend a relative as 
soou as any other person if a good man. 
Did 
not know that the owner of the land received 
only $19,000 for it, while the Commission paid 
$24,000. 
He had nothing to do with the pur­ 
chase of a lot of lumber for Hie Court House 
from Miller A Co. 
Mr. Freer, one of the Com­ 
missioners, had recommended it. 
He did not 
know of the Court House lumlier being used 
in the construction of bis own house and sta­ 
ble; left It all to Sealion, and for a year never 
went near Hie house; never had auy conversa­ 
tion with Sealion about that lumber. 
The prosecution here read from a pamphlet, 
headed “ Communication to the Senate Com­ 
m ute#,” by Henry W. Genet, iii which it is 
stated that Sealion had the soh* ^ n tro l of pur­ 
chasing the lunalier. 
Ile used a portion of 
that lumber anti told me about it. 
Witness 
admitted that this was correct. 
He might 
have remonstrated with bim for using the 
lumber. 
Question—Is this correct ? 
A. I paid Seal­ 
ion for every foot of lumber in the house and 
used part of the money In paying men on the 
Court House. 
I paid him in full for all the 
lumber in my house. 
Iii reply to further ques­ 
tions the witness denied that Twigg, who was 
employed on the Court House, was employed 
on his house, or that he ever gave Twigg a 
sneciflcation of lumber paid for by the city to 
be used in his house. 
He admitted that Mi. 
Gage Innsley, architect of the Court House, 
was architect of bis house; was uot aw are that 
Banker, employed on his bouse, is a partner 
of Twigg. 
After recess Beach summed up for tile de­ 
fence, avowing that he felt less anxiety than 
Mr. Waterbury had expressed, though as fully 
alive as he to the consequences of an adverse 
verdict and as well acquainted w ith Hie moral 
atmosphere of society, full of doubts and sus­ 
picions. 
He knew that scarcely two years 
ago 
revelations were made which affected 
men as high in imsition as his client. 
The 
chief of them, Tweed, had gone to a felon’s 
cell; his instruments were in cells or iii hid­ 
ing.

but leave his client to their judgment. 
But 
he jiad not great anxiety, liecause he believed 
from the evidence that no suspicion was cast 
on his client’s integrity, much less anythin 
amounting to guilt. He knew the effect on them 
of this proof that general fraud was rife, 
the tendency to believe that when an accusa­ 
tion was made there was some ground for it 
He had seen the strong denunciation of all 
supposed to be connected with Hie ring. 
Ho 
had seen charges against the defendant as 
connected with the ring, yet not one particle 
of proof had ever been brought against him 
of uny such connection; on the contrary, lie 
was the first to stand foremost against the 
loader of that ring, 
lie reminded them of the

mains, enclosed in a plain burial case covenvl 
with flowers, were borne into the chapel at 2 
o'clock, followed by the immediate relatives, 
the organist performing a voluntary from Hu* 
final chorus of the Passion. 
The services were then begun with Hie 
chanting of a selection from tile Cherubim re­ 
quiem mass by the Harvard Glee Club. 
Tho 
burial services from King's Chapel liturgy 
was then impressively read by Rev. A. T. 
Peabody, D. I)., tho preacher of the university, 
and was immediately followed by the singing of 
the hymn “Go to the grave.” This ended the, 
simple and Impressive services and the body 
was removed os unostentatiously as it had en­ 
tered, while the dead march in Said was per­ 
formed on the organ. 
The cortege followed to 
the burial place iii Mount Auburn Cemetery. 
Among those present were Vice-President 
Wilson, Governor Washburn, 
ex-Governor 
Claflin, Speaker Sanford of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, President Ellioft and the faculty 
of the University, a delegation of four profes­ 
sors from the Sheffield Scientific School of

At 
least we Judge there must be, for is not New 
Jersey renowned for legislative perfection 
and a high quality of justice? 
The French are a quick people to take a 
hint and follow a good example. We perceive 
that the Finance Committee has just Increased 
the salary of President MacMahon for a rea­ 
son which is most frankly and deliciously 
stated—“to enable him togive fetes in Paris.” 
Why, inasmuch as Congress increased Grant’s 
pay, were they not confiding and childlike 
enough to say why they did it, thus enabling 
us to take precedence of the French in Inno- 
conce as we do in gcnerosi ty ? 
The Virginius has been delivered to t he 
United States authorities. Everything was 
done according to the protocol except that 
some of our folks think there was hardly 
enough impressement about the circumstanc­ 
es of the surrender. Somehow it has gene­ 
rally been the case that high contracting par­ 
ties in affairs of this sort have deputed the 
actual manipulations to the hands of ijnder- 
strappers. Well, that is of little consequence 
after all, so long as we have saved a slice of 
honor and a good deal of powder by the ope­ 
ration. Now that the Virginius is a historical 
ve63el let Robeson fit her up as a pleasure 
yacht and rush off next summer in search of 
the Polar sea. She, and the fuss she made, 
only cost the country about four million dol­ 
lars, and it wouldn’t take much more to make 
her as nice as the Naval Bureau. 


Ben. and the Newspapers. 
Gen. Butler’s assault upon the newspapers 
was to have been expected, as he has had a 
grievance against them for several years.— 
Probably Benjamin has received as many se­ 
vere blows as anybody, and with all his pro­ 
testations of not caring he undoubtedly feels 
them, and wants to pay back, if he only can. 
And then the newspapers have given Ben. 
the chance to tell the truth about them in one 
respect, for they have been rather undignified 
iu their demands upon Congress for aid in the 
shape of relief from postage, and it was the 
most natural thing in the world for Butler to 
attribute their opposition to ihe back pay to 
spite engendered by the denial to them of free 
postage. 
But Butler must remember that the news­ 
papers have made more public men than they 
have unmade. A few men, here and there, 
like Butler, are tumbled over every year, but 
the public lists are full of men who owe every­ 
thing they are and have been to the newspa­ 
pers that have brought them up from obscur­ 
ity. Sometimes, to be sure, the newspapers 
sin greatly in the manufacture, painting and 
' polishing of the poorest of material until they 
really almost believe in their own creations; 
and the citizens of his native town, who have 
watched him. from his first tooth to his second 
and false teething and never suspected the 
Hoc. John Smith of being above the average, 
have been surprised on their visits abroad to 
find bow distinguished he really is in the eyes 
of those to whom the newspapers have intro­ 
duced him. The editors’ consciences must 
prick them severely, but they have also done 
much good work, lor they have brought many 
a good mau from obscurity into a position 
where he has done the public good service. 


Not So Much This Time. 
The House is improving. In a few more 
years it will be pretty nearly as honest as the 
average of public bodies and public men 
throughout the world. It did not repeal the 
salary-grab bill but evaded the repeal, just as 
we expected and predicted it would from the 
beginning. The fact is, the members did not 
from the outset have much taste for the job 
which public opinion set them to do. Human 
nature as it exists in legislators or constitu­ 
ents is radically opposed to voting a bird out 
of the hand into the bu3h, and a 3tnall major­ 
ity were found in Washington who did what 
all would like to do. For a few hours during 
the session of Wednesday matters really looked 
favorable for a genuine repeal of the offensive 
act; but the courage of the House could not 
bo screwed up to the sticking point, and the 
new bill as finally passed late at night is bet­ 
ter than the other in just so far a? it asks for 
a little less money—in principle and character 
it doe3 not differ a shade from the law of last 
March. The bill fixes the salary of Members and 
Senators at $6,000, only $1,500 less than un­ 
der the grab and $500 more than the old rate, 
exclusive of perquisites. 
To say that the 
House did only what it had a right to do is 
to beg the whole question. 
Nobody can 
doubt the Constitutional right of Congress to 
vote itself any amount of pay it pleases; the 
point does not lie in that, but in the propriety 
of their doing it when the country needs the 
money for other uses, and in doing it under 
false pretences at that. The people will visit 
the little grab with the same caustic and thun­ 
derous indignation as they did the big one. 
Two men, Messrs. líale and Dawes, who 
bore themselves well during the discussion, 
declare the matter shall not end so—that they 
will introduce the subject again with a view to 
securing better treatment of it. 
We wish 
them success, but take no stock in the under­ 
taking-having more faith in the Po’keepsie 
bridge than in the moral air of Washington. 
By the way, we should be glad to know,merely 
in the capacity of curiosity-seekers, whether 
Ben. Butler will ever be able t-o do and say 
anything which will hurry him to a merited 
infamy faster than he is going just now. 


Versifyliijf Vampires. 
One of the certain and natural effects of in 
dnlgenco in any bad habit is the production of 
of a partial paralysis of the depraved tastes 
from which the habit originally springs. The 
wretched victim of opium in any of its forms 
must necessarily swallow larger doses as the 
nerves grow dull under the repeated assaults 
of tbedrng. So, possibly, bad literature wears 
out its effect and must be supplanted continual­ 
ly by something more startling and infernal. 
Other ages than ours have not been without 
highly-spiced poetical condiments, but it seems 
to have been left to the nineteenth century of 
the Christian era to stamp this kind or compo- 
•it'on with the imprimatur of so-called first- 
class publishing houses. When, some years 
ago, Walt. Whitman’s “ Leaves of Grass” was 
issued from the press, the best friends of the 
author had all they could do to persuade the 
public that it was a book fit to be placed 
among the volumes in any decent man’s house; 
and they never did convince anybody that 
“Leaves of Grass” was a proper volume to 
be' made a present to a virtuous wo­ 
man. Swinburne as a poet is not lack 
ing in admirable qualities, but upon the whole 
no cunning and sophistical defence of bis 
books can do more than inspire a regret that 
their most salient traits had not been altogetb 
er omitted. It is at least a partial apology 
lor Swinburne to say that he is a pagan and 
writes in perfect consistency with his faith.— 
Having no respect for the abstraction called 
social and personal morality, we wish to do 
him the jos'ice to say that he does not pretend 
to have any. He is the practical representa­ 
tive in cold-blooded England of the style of 
thought of which Theophile Gautier is the 
French exemplar. Anactoria and Mile, de 
Maupin are counterparts in the realm of taste 
and morals. The school of imitators which 
has grown up around these modern heathen is 
a thing familiar to all students of contempor­ 
aneous literature. Many of its members equal 


their masters la verbal nastlaesss, bat all 
come short as to the redeeming qualities of 
genuine culture and original fancy. The in­ 
fluence of the trash they find time to indite is 
correspondingly debasing upon the minds of 
all who are fools enough to read it. 
But it has been reserved for Lippincott A 
Co. of Philadepbia to issue a volume which 
contains the quintessence of everything thor­ 
oughly bad in books which other and less 
courageous houses have had the temerity to 
print, without a single ^article of originality, 
grace or decency to sate it from instant and 
untnitlgable condemnation. This volume Is 
supposed to consist of “poems,” and is sad­ 
dled with the suggestively antithetical title 
Honey and Gall.” There Is, however, no 
honey in It; it is gall from beginning to end. 
From the flr3t page to the last this book is one 
unrelieved mass of putridity. The imagina­ 
tion whleb could allow itself to conceive of the 
conditions described with beastly circumstan­ 
tiality in the verses called “Carrion” should 
sicken its possessor to death. These disgust­ 
ing lines carry their own antidote—no one 
who can keep his food on his stomach while 
reading them will want to dip any further into 
the festering heap. The book contains very 
little to gratify a dissolute taste; and if we 
believed there were fifty men in the state of 
New York who could take any pleasure in its 
perusal we should hold no doubt but that our 
people were rapidly taking hold on bell. For 
while thousands revel in lasciviousness, few, 
we hope, love the stench of rotting corpses and 
the devilish ichor of decay. But we have said 
already more than we intended; and so un­ 
savory a subject does not tempt our pencil to 
linger. 
Of the publishers of this vile volume we 
have an additional word to say. 
Lippin­ 
cott & Co. know that there is a public who. 
will buy this book or they would uot have is­ 
sued it. Business is business, and they print 
books for profit; but what kind oí public do 
they think it to be? No decent man or woman 
would shelter these “poem3” for an iostant 
after being apprised of their character. Who 
remain to buy this stuff? We will try to im­ 
agine. Of one thing we arc certain neverthe­ 
less; that the hitherto reputable firm whose 
name gives this condensed corruption what­ 
ever show of acceptability it has should either 
call in and burn the edition or be prosecuted 
for circulating printed obscenity and moral 
death.

METROPOLITAN NEWS. 
The Genet Trial. 
New York,Dec. 18.—The cross-examination 
of Genet was resumed this morning. He did 
not distinctly remember as to the disburse­ 
ments of the moneys for the Ilarlem Court 
House; he had nothing to do with the appoint­ 
ment or his father-in-law, Mr. Lynch, as a 
slnecurist ou the Court House pay-rolls. He 
did not know that it was an accident that four 
of the six salaried positions were held by rel­ 
atives. Ho would recommend a relativo as 
soon as any other person if a good mau. Did 
not know that the owner of the land received 
only $19,000 for it, while the Commission paid 
$24,000. He had nothiug to do with the pur­ 
chase of a lot of lumber for the Court House 
from Miller & Co. Mr. Freer, one of the Com­ 
missioners, had recommended it. He did not 
know of the Court House lumber being used 
in the construction of his own house and sta­ 
ble; left it all to Scallon, and for a year never 
went near the house; never had any conversa­ 
tion with Scallon about that lumber. 
The prosecution here read from a pamphlet, 
headed “ Communication to the Senate Com­ 
mittee,” by Henry W. Genet, iu which it is 
stated that Scallon had the sole #utrol of pur­ 
chasing the lumber. He used a portion of 
that lumber and told me about it. Witnes3 
admitted that this was correct. He might 
have remonstrated with him for u.sing the 
lumber. 
Question—Is this correct ? A. I paid Scal- 
lou for every foot of lumber in the house and 
used part of the money in paying raeu on the 
Court House. I paid him in full for all the 
lumber iu my house. In reply to further ques­ 
tions the witness denied that Twigg, who was 
employed on the Court House, was employed 
on his hou3e, or that ho ever gave Twigg a 
specification of lumber paid for by the city to 
be used in his house. lie admitted that Mi. 
Gage Innsley, architect of the Court House, 
was architect of his house; was not aware that 
Banker, employed on his house, is a partner 
of Twigg. 
After reces3 Beach summed up for the de­ 
fence, avowing that he felt less anxiety than 
Mr. Waterbury had expressed, though as fully 
alive as lie to the consequences of an adverse 
verdict and as well acquainted with the moral 
atmosphere of society, full of doubts and sus­ 
picions. He knew that scarcely two years 
ago revelations were made which affected 
men as high in position a3 his client. The 
chief of them, Tweed, had gone to a felon’s 
cell; his instruments were in cells or in hid­ 
ing. He found no fault with the storm of 
public virtue or condemnation of men who 
had been thus convicted on clear, positive 
evidence by a jury of twelve men. That was 
right and proper, however it affected others 
not guilty, and if they found in this case such 
clear and irresistible proof of guilt lie could 
but leave his client to their judgment. But 
he had not great anxiety, because he believed 
from the evidence that no suspicion was cast 
on his client’s integrity, much less anything 
amounting to guilt. He knew the effect on them 
of this proof that general fraud was rife, 
the tendency to believe that when an accusa­ 
tion was made there was some ground for it. 
He had seen the strong denunciation of all 
supposed to be connected with the ring. He 
had seen charges against the defendant as 
connected with the ring, yet not one particle 
of proof had ever been brought against him 
of any such connection; on the contrary, he 
was the first to stand foremost against the 
leader of that ring. He reminded them of the 
early contest of the Young Democracy, de­ 
feated by an unholy alliance of the ring with 
their political opponents. It was true that 
afterwards when defeated Mr. Genet had been 
oompelled to bo politically a follower of Mr. 
Tweed, but never an associate in any of his 
schemes. 
At 4:40 Peckham commenced to sum up for 
the prosecution. In the course of his remarks 
he reverted to the fact that the counsel for 
Genet had claimed the prisoner’s character 
was above reproach, as he had been elected to 
the [Legislature, which, Peckham contended, 
was nowadays no recommendation of charac­ 
ter at all. The case was continued till to- 
morrow.

SEN A TE. 
Washington, Dec. 18.—The morning hour 
expired and the resolution reported by tbe 
Finance Comniittec was taken up. 
Mr. SHERMAN of Ohio did not propose to 
take part iu the debate, but hoped the Sena­ 
tors would expiess their views, as it wa3 de­ 
sired by the committee to ascertain as near as 
possible the wish of the Senate, and know 
whether such desire was for the enlargement 
or contraction of the currency or to return to 
specie payment. 
Mr BOUTWELL looked with apprehension 
upon any plan to return to specie payment 
by way of contraction. The shock caused by 
contraction would be.detrlmental to both «the 
S 
rivate and public Interests of the country, 
fe favored maintaining the volume of cur­ 
rency at the minimum point established by 
the laws, and wait for the development of 
the resources of the country. - 
Mr. HOWE of Wisconsin thought there was 
good wholesome reason once for substituting 
Íiaper for coin, but that reason had passed 
ong ago. 
He thought if the government 
added a dollar to the volume of currency, or, 
he might term It, our broken promises, it 
would be little less than the perpetration of a 
public crime. He hoped Congress would not 
authorize the enlargement of circulation. 
Mr. FERRY of Michigan desired to dispel 
the Illusion that the volume of currency regu­ 
lated the price of coin and argued that when 
we had a larger volume of currency coin was 
lower than when we lmd a smaller volume. 
Mr. MORTON of Indiana said the faith of 
the government was pledged to redeem oar 
_reenbacks in coin, lie did not deny that we 
should steadily keep in view the return to 
specie payment, but the question was whether 
this is the proper time to adopt such meas­ 
ures. Tbero was a wrong time to do right, 
and in bis opinion this was not the time to re­ 
turn to specie payment. 
A discussion ensued between Morton and 
Sumner, the latter taking the ground that 
originally the suspension of specie payment 
was a war measure and should have termin­ 
ated with the war. lie was in favor of a re­ 
turn to specie payment when the condition of 
the country would permit it. 
He inquired if 
this was the time to adopt definite measures 
to return to specie payment—while the panic 
was in existence. The return to specie pay­ 
ment should be in prosperous times. 
He de­ 
nied that the panic facilitated matters for re­ 
turn to specie payment. 
Mr. BOGY of Mississippi gave notice of a 
speech on finance to-morrow. 
At 3 o’clock P.M. the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session. 
At 5 o’clock the doors were 
re-opened and the resolution to adjourn over 
during the holidays was received from the 
House. It having been read Mr. Edmunds ob­ 
jected to its further consideration to-day. 
The CHAIR replied that it was a joiut reso­ 
lution and objections would not hold. 
Mr. SHERMAN moved to adjourn. Lost— 
ayes 22, nays 26. 
Mr. HAMILTON of Maryland moved that 
the Senate now proceed to the consideration 
of the resolution. 
Mr. EDMUNDS renewed his objection and 
raised the point of order that under ttie 26th 
rule the resolution must lie over. It could not 
be considered except by unanimous consent. 
The CHAIR read the 19 th rule and over­ 
ruled the point of order of Mr. Edmunds. 
The resolution having been read was before 
the Senate and must be disposed of in some 
way. 
Mr. THURMAN believed the resolution 
should be amended so as to provide for an 
adjournment on next Tuesday. He believed 
the Judiciary Committee would report on the 
bankruptcy bill to-morrow and that the report 
would be such as to command the unanimous 
approval of the Senate. Then the bill would 
become a law of the land, but should the ad­ 
journment be ordered from to-morrow it could 
not become a law before the holidays. The 
Senators would be doing an injustice to their 
constituents to adjourn over now. For Him­ 
self lie could not let a law remain on the 
statute book which every day was being used 
for the purpose of blackmailing and ruining 
men. 
Mr. SCOTT moved to refer the resolution to 
the Committee on Civil Service and Retrench­ 
ment. Lost by a rising vote of 22 yeas to 24 
nays.Mr. SPENCER moved to adjourn. Lost by 
a vote of 21 yeas to 33 nays. 
Mr. WEST moved to adjourn, which was 
agreed to—jeas 21, nays 18, and at C:10 
o clock ‘.be Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
A persoual explanation by Mr. Hale be 
came a personal discussion participated in by 
Eldridge, Randall of Pennsylvania, Butler of 
Massachusetts, Wilson of Indiana, and others 
Mr. HALE stated that he had been warned 
of the coming castigation for his remarks in 
the debate Monday, and said the attack upon 
him had been inspired by Butler, and made 
through Wilson and Eldridge. 
Mr. BUTLER interrupted him and said 
there was not a word of trnth in the state­ 
ment. 
Mr. ELDRIDGE made the same assertion 
as to himself. 
Mr. HALE resumed, giving Wilson’s record 
on the various votes on the salary question, 
and said with such a record lie was not sur­ 
prised that the gentleman from Indiana had 
been selected a3 the instrument to make that 
attack upon him. It was not an uncommon 
thing to find, even among beasts, those who 
when defiled themselves were anxious to defile 
those around them. He had seen a cur, emerg­ 
ing from a puddle with its hair draggled with 
filth, force its way among decent people and 
rub itself against them, or shake its tilth 
among them. He had seen that experiment 
tried and had seen decent people smerchcd in 
that way, but he had never known the cur 
that did it tobe anything else but a dirty dog, 
and he believed that that would inevitably be 
always the case. 
Mr. WILSON of Indiana, having got unani­ 
mous consent to reply to Mr. Hale, com­ 
menced by saying that the House had just 
had a very tiue specimen of dirty dog. 
(Ap­ 
plause and hand clapping, which the Speaker 
reproved.) Wilson then defended his record 
and made further remarks upon Hale’s double 
salary followed by Eldridge in the same 
strain. If Hale liad become dirty it was by 
reason of filth from a pool which lie himself 
had chosen to wallow in. 
Mr. BUTLER endeavored to pour oil upon 
the troubled waters by justifying Hale’s action 
in the case cited, only blaming him for de­ 
nouncing as robbers members who had voted 
for and taken back salary, while his own skirts 
were uot clear. Said Butler—Let him look at 
the fourth chaper of St. John, where the wo- 
man taken iu adultery was brought before the 
Savior. 
He said, turning to her accusers, 
“ Let him who is without sin among you cast 
the first stone.” Could his friend Hale* have led 
a stoning party on that occasion (laughter) as 
he had led the salary repeal party in the 
House? They all went out and left the woman 
standiug alone before tbe Savior, and he said 
“ Woman, go and sin no more.” That is 
what they intended to do in this House on tbe 
question of salary [laughter], only their ac­ 
cusers had not gone out. [Continued laugh­ 
ter. JMr. KELLY ol Pennsylvania offered a res­ 
olution, which was adopted, calliug on the 
Secretary of the Treasuary for information 
regarding temporary loan3 authorized by the 
acts of Congress of 1862 and 1864. 
Mr. COX'of New York presented a memorial 
of the Chamber of Commerce of the city of 
New York on the subject of collisions at sea 
and to avert tho increasing frequency of such 
collisions. Referred to the Committee on 
Commerce. 
The SPEAKER anuouuced that he had ap­ 
pointed E. R. Hoar of Massachusetts, Cox of 
New York and Hazelton of Wisconsin regents 
of the Smithsonian Institute for the next two 
years. 
Mr. GARFIELD of Ohio, from the Commit­ 
tee on Appropriations, reported back the Sen­ 
ate amendment to the bill making appropria­ 
tions for extraordinary expenses of the naval 
service, increasing the amount from $4,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000. The amendment was con­ 
curred in. 
Mr. DAWES of Massachusetts offered a con­ 
current resolution of adjournment over the 
holidays from to-morrow uutil Monday, the 
5th o f January. Adopted. 
A resolution to print 225,000 copies each 
of the agricultural reportB of 1872 and 1873 
gave rise to a discussion involving the ques­ 
tion of the renewal of the franking privilege 
and reduction of expensen for printing public 
documents. The resolution was agreed to. 
Mr. SESSIONS of New York offered a reso­ 
lution callin" on the Secretary of War for an 
estimate of the cost of deepening and widening 
navigable channels of rivers and harbors con­ 
necting Lake Huron with Lake Erie.— 
Adopted. 
Mr. DAWES iulroduced a postal telegraph 
bill, which was referred to the Committee on 
Appropriations.. 
Mr. MAYNARD of Tennessee, from the 
Committee on Banking and Currency, report­ 


ed a bill authorizing tbe Seccod National Saak 
of Havana, N. Y., to ohange Its Dame t© that 
of tbe Havana National Bank of Havana, N. 
Y. Passed. 
Mr. ORR of Iowa offered a resolution in­ 
structing tbe Secretary of tho Iuterior to cer­ 
tify no lands to any railroad company when 
such lands are claimed under the homestead 
or pre-emption laws, and to take no further 
action in any such case till the whole subject 
can be investigated and some general action 
taken by Congress. Referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Public Lands. 
Mr. BUTLER of Massachusetts, from the 
Judiciary Committee, reported the supplemen­ 
tary civil rights biU. It provides that any 
proprietor oí a public inn, plaoe of entertain­ 
ment, line of stage coaches or other means of 
transportation or of a cemeterv, benevolent 
Institution or public school wholly or partly 
endowed for public use who shall make any 
distinction as to the admission or accommoda­ 
tion of any citizen of the United States because 
of race, color or previous condition-of servi­ 
tude shall on conviction thereof be fined not 
less than $100 nor more than $5,000 for each 
oflence and shall be liable to the citizen there­ 
by injured In damages to bo recovered in an 
action of debt, such action to be prosecuted 
in any United States court or district court 
having jurisdiction. He gave notice that he 
would ask action on it to-morrow. 
Various bills of no general interest were in­ 
troduced and referred on tbe supposition that 
there would be no session next Monday. 
Tho House at 4:40 o’clock adjourned.

THE DEAD SCIENTIST. 
Funeral of Professor Agassiz. 
Boston, Dec. 18.—The funeral of the lute 
Professor Agassiz took place tills arternoou in 
Appleton Chapel, Harvard University. The 
chapel was elaborately decorated with fune­ 
ral emblems and flowers, a tribute of respect 
from the students of the university. The re­ 
mains, enclosed in a plain burial case covered 
with flowers, were borne into the chapel at 2 
o’clock, followed by the immediate relatives, 
the organist performing a voluntary from the 
final chorus of the Passion. 
The services were then begun with the 
chanting of a selection from the Cherubim re- 
quiem mass by the Harvard Glee Club. Tbe 
burial services from King’s Chapel liturgy 
was then impressively read by Rev. A. T. 
Peabody, D. D., the preacher of the university, 
and was immediately followed by the singing of 
the hymn “Go to the grave.” This ended the 
simple and Impressive services and the body 
was removed as unostentatiously as it had en­ 
tered, while the dead march in Saul was per­ 
formed on th° organ. The cortege followed to 
the burial place in Mount Auburn Cemetery. 
Among those present were Vice-President 
Wilson, Governor Wasbbura, cx-Governor 
Claflin, Speaker Sanford of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, President Ellioft and the faculty 
of the University, a delegation of four profes­ 
sors from the Sheffield Scientific School of 
Yale College, Trustees of the Museum or Com­ 
parative Zoology, President Bowne and mem­ 
bers of the Council of tbe Massachusetts 
Society of Natural History, and a large num­ 
ber of prominent scientists, educators aiid 
literary men. The church bells of Boston and 
Cambridge tolled and the flags were at half- 
mast.

Tho Excesses in Public Printing. 
The public printing .and binding furnish 
large opportunities, by coatrgcts and collu- 
siou, to those who control Ihe one and can 
connive at the other, by which fortunes have 
been made aud great incomes are still accu­ 
mulated, Leading members of the commit­ 
tees havd'become rich, and others in this ck>3c 
Ring have utilized the chances for unusual 
profits. And herein lies the secret of Hie 
enormous quantity of documents that arc 
issued, because the commissions paid by con­ 
tractors are regulated by the bulk. 
Less than one-third of the matter printed 
by Congress would more than suffice for tho 
legitimate demand. A very large proportion 
of it should not be published at all. The 
press does the work of publicity at its own 
expense, and gives tbe substance of every­ 
thing of real value. 
Nothing is more notorious than that all the 
books of at y merit which are issued from the 
public printing office never reach the people 
at all, or even tlie libraries of the Congres­ 
sional districts. They are sold, stolen, or ex­ 
changed. 
Not long ago two volumes of 
Clarence King’s “ Exploration of the Fortieth 
Parallel” were published under the direction 
of the War Department at a cost of$36,000for 
4,000 copies. They were 011 sale in the book­ 
stores here for $45 a copy. How did they get 
to New York for sale, and who sold them ? 
These questions might easily bo answered by 
an investigation. 
Booksellers at Washington drive a heavy 
trade in the best of these publications. They 
keep store rooms tilled with them, bought 
from members of Congress at merely nominal 
prices. The grocers and butter dealers at the 
capital are supplied with unlimited stocks of 
tho line and costly writing paper used for 
bills and resolutions, purchased 011 their own 
terms. 
And when the market is glutted, as it was 
after the franking privilege ceased, ihe junk 
shops buy the documents at four cents a pouuil 
to be reconverted into paper and sold anew 
at four or five times that price to the public 
printer. They were carried to these places 
from the Capitol last summer by the cart load 
and among them, as we have occasion to 
know, was the complete edition of the census, 
with maps, bound in half Russia, and pub­ 
lished in the best style! 
A copy of Liiis census, in the original cover 
for mailing and fresh from the document room 
of the House of Representatives, was pur­ 
chased for forty cents, which represented the 
price paid by the junk dealer for ten pounds 
weight. In the same shop were scattered 
heaps of tine bindings, which had been rudely 
torn from the census as unsalable at the paper 
mills and bad cost tens of thousands of 
dollars. 
These shocking abuses are known to every­ 
body ut Washington. They have steadily 
augmented unlil their huge proportions now 
disclose a monstrous corruption, without the 
least ..olor of excuse. It is nothing less than 
a barefaced robbery. Millions are demanded 
at every session for printing, when the docu­ 
ments and the paper are converted into mer­ 
chandise by venal Congressmen or plunder­ 
ing officials. This is one ot the many per­ 
quiridos of which 110 account is rendered, or 
anything known, except in the annual charge 
upon the Treasury of several millions. Shall 
it be allowed to continue ?

County Court And Court of floMlon* 


J udge Wm. Lawton, Presiding 


On Wednesday evening the civil case of 
Charks Side trt vs. George M. Van Sill nick 
was tried. 
The attorneys were F. L. West­ 
brook for plaintiff aud John Lyon for defen­ 
dant. The case is an action brought to recover 
on a coutract claimed to have been made by 
plaintiff with defendant as a baker, and has 
been heretofore well ventilated In the columns 
of The Freeman, in its Issue of the 9th of last 
August, the case having been tried about 
that time In justice’s court. 
In that court the 
Jury gave a verdict of SC3 for the plaintiff, and 
tho defendant appealed to the County Court 
for a new trial. Van Schaick, the plaintiff Is a 
well-known resident of Ellenville, and we be­ 
lieve was once the chief mogul of that village. 
Ho ruus a caudy shop and bakery combined. 
It seems he made a contract with defendant 
some time in 1872, to come and work for him. 
The plaintiff claims the contract was $9 per 
week until the 1st of May 1873, and after that 
until the 
1st of December of the 
same 
year $12 per week, including his board. 
The plaintiff worked until about tho middle of 
May and then was discharged tty the defend­ 
ant. 
Stewart then came to this city and hired 
out for $8 per week. 
After working some 
Ave weeks, on the lith of July he brought his 
actio.i'in Justice’s court to recover against Van- 
Scbaick for tho $12 per week, from Hie 1st of 
May, deducting the $10 earned and $16 that 
had been paid by defendant after that time.— 
The defendant claims he discharged him be­ 
cause was a poor workman, that after the 1st 
of May a ne* contract had been made, that 
plaintiff was to work for $2 per day, and so 
defendant had the right to discharge him 
whenever tho day’s work was ended. 
Defend­ 
ant further claims plaintiff owes him some 
$400 for board when be worked for defend­ 
ant in 1869. 
Ile also claims be sold plaintiffs 
wife some calico, worth $1, a saltcellar worth 
50 ceut*, a breast pin and some jewelry worth 
$16, a basket worth $2 aud a citron. 
Plain­ 
tiff claims Van Schaick gave these articles to 
tho woman. 
Defendant further claims sev­ 
eral 
extra 
weeks’ 
board 
for 
the 
wife 
after plaintiff had 
gone 
to 
Kingston.— 
Van 
Schaick 
further 
Slid 
ho 
was 
a 
doctor, 
and 
counterclaimed 
$10 
for 
doctoring the wife of plaintiff. 
What class of 
physician* he thonged to was not shown very 
clearly. 
Ho did not use medicine, but claimed 
on the cross-oxiiminatiou to have successfully 
treated a number of patient*, among whom 
was Hon. Joseph ll. Tuthill, whom he had 
“ doctored on the salary grab, and cured him.” 
In summing up, plaintiff's counsel sail he 
didn’t think lie had been very successful in his 
treatm ent of Tuthill, for he had not heard of 
tho back-pay having been returned to th* 
treasury, and until he had heard that ho would 
not believe Tuthill had been thoroughly cured.

The ground­ 
work, lie claimed, was honesty, and cited 
Abraham Lincoln and oue or two others to 
sustain bis theory; next came will, and this 
tho speaker thought was one of the highest 
attributes of power. 
It was the sap which 
gave life to the tree of honesty. 
President 
Grant was given as an example of the power 
of will. 
He further said men must control 
themselves before they could control or govern 
others. 
The passions must be brought under 
subjectiou. 
A3 au example, tbe King of 
Prussia, a man of the most frugal habits, bas 
made himself the powerful ruler be is, simply 
by having learned to control himself. 
Mag­ 
netism is one of the great elements of power, 
also knowledge. 
We must learn that schol­ 
arship is not educatiou. 
It is better to study 
less of the dead languages and more of the 
living; teach more art. aud leSs science; cease 
to crum students for the sake of a diploma, 
and let them practice more. 
The oarsman is 
not only dieted and trained, but he is put in 
the boat on the water and taught to handle 
the oar. 
The speaker named several other 
elements that go toward niakiug power, 
among which were expression, enthusiasm, 
earnestness, faith, character, «fee. 
Perhaps 
he was too much confiued to his notes to have 
a very great power over his audience, though 
generally his lecture was pleasing, ancl cer­ 
tainly comprehended without an exertion of 
ibe mind.

J udge Wm. Lawton, Presiding 


Oa Weduesday evening tbe civil case oí 
Charles Stewtrl vs. George M. Van Schaick 
was tried. 
The attorneys were F. L. West­ 
brook for plaintiff aud John Lyon for defen­ 
dant. The case is an action brought to recover 
on a contract claimed to have been made by 
plaintiff with defendant as a baker, and has 
been heretofore well ventilated in the colamos 
of The FreemaD, in its issue of the 9th of la3t 
August, the case having been tried about 
that time In justice’s court. 
In that court tbe 
jury gave a verdict of §65 for the plaintiff, and 
the defendant appealed to the County Court 
for a new trial. Van Schaick, the plaintiff, is a 
well-known resident of Ellenville, and we be­ 
lieve was once the chief mogul of that village. 
He ruus a candy shop and bakery combined. 
It seems he made a contract with defendant 
some time in 1872, to come and work for him. 
The plaintiff claims tho contract was $9 per 
week until the 1st of May 1873, and after that 
until the 
1st of 
December of the 
same 
year $12 per week, including his board. 
The plaintlfl worked until about the middle of 
May and then was discharged by the defend­ 
ant. 
Stewart then came to this city and hired 
out for $8 per week. 
After working some 
flye.weeks, on the 11th of July he brought his 
action!in Justice’s court to recover against Van- 
Scbaick for tho $12 per week, from the 1st of 
May, deducting the $40 earned and $16 that 
had been paid by defendant after that time.— 
The defendant claims he discharged him be­ 
cause was a poor workman, that after the 1st 
of May a nevV contract had been made, that 
plaintiff was to work for $2 per day, and so 
defendant had the right to discharge him 
whenever the day’s work was ended. 
Defond­ 
ant further claims plaintiff owes him some 
$400 for board when he worked for defend­ 
ant in 1869. 
He also claims be sold plaiutitTs 
wife some calico, worth $1, a salt cellar worth 
50 ceuts, a breast pin and some jewelry worth 
$16, a basket worth S2 aud a citron. 
Plain­ 
tiff claims Van Schaick gave these articles to 
the woman. 
Defendant further claims sev­ 
eral 
extra 
weeks’ 
board 
for the 
wife 
after plaiutiff had 
gone 
to 
Kingston.— 
Van 
Schaick 
further 
said 
lie 
was 
a doctor, 
and 
counterclaimed $10 
for 
doctoring ttie wife of plaintiff. 
What clas3 of 
physicians he belonged to was not shown very 
clearly. 
Ho did not use medicine, but claimed 
on tbe cross-examinaUou to have successfully 
treated a number of patients, among whom 
was Hon. Joseph H. Tuthiil, whom he had 
“ doctored on the salary grab, and cured him.” 
In summing up, plaintiff's counsel said he 
didn’t think he had been very successful in his 
treatment of Tuthiil, for he had not heard of 
tho back-pay having been returned to the 
treasury, and until he had heard that he would 
not believe Tuthiil had been thoroughly cuicd. 
The case generally was mixed, aud we think 
if a jury ever could be justified in pitching 
pennies for a verdict, this is a very proper case 
in which to do it. 
Thursday morning the jury returned a ver- 
dietln the case of Stewart vs. Van Schaick for 
the plaintiff for $72. 
The People vs. John Scanlon and William 
Lejg was then tried. 
Tnis is a case of assault 
aud battery committed oa Catharine Diehl. 
The attorneys arc the District Attorney and J. 
M. VanW agonen for the people and Wm. 
Lounsbery and T. B. Westbrook for defend­ 
ants. 
The complainant’s husband ruu3 a 
lager beer saloon In the lower part of the city 
opposite the ferry bouse. 
Catharine was at­ 
tending the saloon on tho 31st of July last, 
when Francis McGee, John Scanlon and Wil­ 
liam Legg entered, one of them calling for 
drinks. 
Legg wanted whiskey, and while 
pouring it out spilled it over the counter. 
Catharine remonstrated with him, when he 
called her a “ D utch 
.” 
Upon this tho 
woman struck him in the mouth with the 
cloth she was using to wipe tho counter. 
The 
party then began to get more boisterous and 
commenced to beat a Mr. Foremau who was 
in tbe room. 
Catharine then ordered them 
out of the house, aud took Legg by tho arm 
to lead him out, when he struck her three times, 
breaking her nose aud injuring her severely. 
At this the servant girl came to the rescue and 
put Legg out of the house. 
Soon after officer 
Myer came along and wc*ot to arrest the men, 
when one of them drew a pistol on him, for 
which he was promptly knocked down. 
The 
case lias been heretofore fulfy reported in The 
Freeman. 
These three men have also been 
indicted for other assaults aud for a riot. The 
jury rendered a verdict of guilty. 
The case of 7he People vs. David B. Sindh 
and John Homme’ , indicted for robbery, was 
then called. 
Counsel F. L. Westbrook ob­ 
jected to the case being tried because thero 
was no record of its having been sent to thi3 
court. 
The men were indicted iu the Oyer and 
Terminer Court, and the Court of Sessions 
could not have jurisdiction until it had been 
properly sent here. 
The Judge decided the 
case was not properly before the court; and 
so it will uot be tried until next spring. 
The case of The People vs. Thomas Qrady, 
James Duffy and Michael Maly was then 
called. 
These parties live in Esopus, and are 
charged with having committed au assault 
and battery on Frank Carr, a school teacher iu 
the town of Esopus. 
There was a school 
meeting, it seems, in that place last April,and 
during such meeting a row occurred iu which 
it is claimed the prisoners, with Michael Ball, 
Larry Gibbon, Peter Taylor, James Taylor, 
Franc¡3 Moran, James Moran and others, then 
committed the assault. 
The case was put 
down for trial at 9 o’clock Friday morning. 
Court then adjourued for want of further 
business until the time above stated. 


HUM 
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A Belligerent Crowd. 
The tip express train on the Hudson River 
Railroad on Wednesday evening carried a big 
Crowd away from Poughkeepsie, among them 
many who had became exhilarated over the 
bridge corner stone laying. 
The train was
